3,000 Years 


Treasure-tomb discovery thrilled the world 


VWEVUIRTY-FIVE years ago. this: month, tho world wos 
thrilled by news of tho outstanding archaeological ' 
distovery of tho century—the finding of the burial place 


of tho boy-king, Tutankhame 


in. ‘ 


Howard Carter a 48-yenr-old Briton first uncovered 
the entrance to the 3,000-year-old tomb on November 6,’ 
1922, A famous Egyptologist, ho had been oxcavating in” 
the Valley of:the Tombs of Kings, near Luxor, Upper 


Egypt, for 20 years. , | 


In 1908, when Lord’ 
Carnarvon,, an amateur 
Egyptologist, obtained from 
the Egyptian government a 
concession to.excavate, Car- 
ter was asked to super- 
intend operations. Tho con- 
cession was renewed annual- 
ly. 4 oe 


When the 1922 digging 
season began, Lord Carnar- 
von’s health ‘ prevented his 
making the journey to 
Luxor. Carter —arriv 
there alone on October 28 
with an uncanny conviction 
that he could locate almost 
exactly the resting place of 
the one Pharaoh whose 
tomb might have been left 
comparatively undisturbed 
by the. plunderers of old. 


But even Carter was 
dazed by the rapidity with 
which he made the dis- 
covery. He started his 
native labourers digging at 
a alte, partially cleared in 
previous excavations, near 
to. the tomb of Rameses VI. 
By November 8, a number 
of stone huts had been Inid 
bare. These were removed, 
as were three feet of soil 
below them. 


The following morning, 
Carter arrived at the site 
to find that work had stop- 
ped. From the silence of 
his ‘workmen, he, realised 
something out of the or- 
dinary had happened. They 
had uncovered o step cut 
in the rock below tho en- 
trance to Rameses’ tomb.
